They got a 
law passed in Tennessee that provid- 
ed, in the first case, that outside — of 
municipalities no saloon could exist 
anywhere within four miles’ of a 
school house or an institution of 
learning. They a little later they got 
an amendment that made the law ap- 
ply to all cities of 2,000 and under. 
Theo four years later they made that 
law apply to all cities of 5,000 or 
under. ‘Then three years alzo they got 
another amendment that allowed the 
law to apply to any city or any sec- 
tion where the people voted to put 
in new charters. And finally they got 
in this last Legislature, the law to 
apply to the whole State, regardless 
of city or anything else; and now it 
ig hard.to find a place in old Tennes- 
see that is not within four miles of 
a school house or institution of learn- 
ing. (Laughter and applause). If 
some fellow fits up a place and gets 
a saloon started, the people go to 
work and build school houses—(appla- 
use); and the thing has worked both 
ways; it has climinated the saloons 
and it hes, been helping the cause ot 
education it Tennessee. A few years 
ago down near Memphis, soinefellow 
wanted to run a recreot on park and

it wouldn't pay unlec3s he sold intox- 
icating liquors at a ber wa the park; 
so he went around trying to find a 
place that would come within the law 
—that would not be within four miles 
or any school house or institution 0} 
learn ng. He finally found a place 
out'on one.of the islands of the Mis- 
sissippi river, off the mainland and 
got his recreation park: in shape and 
going in good order and his saloon 
started; and a few good women of the 
isighborhood got together and start- 
ed a kindergarten. (Great laughter.)
